The Contract System- 

For years tho policy of having pub- 
lic work done by contract, as far at 
least as the nature of the work would 
admit of the proper application of the 
principle, has been advocated by the 
press of British Columbia. But it was 
not until' last session thattlio Legisla- 
ture expressed any decided opinion on 
t he subject; and that opinion was very 
pronounced in favor of the principle of 
having all public work put up to fair 
and open competition and done by con- 
tract, unless in cases where the nature 
of the work rendered the application of 
the principle impracticable or unad- 
visable. And the Executive, as in duty 
bound, promised conformity to that 
opinion. From intelligence reaching 
us from almost every point of the com- 
pass, we are led to fear that, although 
keeping this promise to the eye, the 
Executive are breaking it to the heart. 
So far as incurring the expense of ad- 
vertising, sending out engineers to ex- 
amine, preparing plans and specifica- 
tions, and, last though not least, put- 
ting intending contractors to the trou- 
ble and expenso of competing for the 
work, the promise is being most reli- 
giously kept. Beyond that, we fear it 
is, for the most part, being broken. 
Whether this is the result of design or 
of that incompetent and incontinent 
blundering which characterises every 
department of the present administra- 
tion, we do not pretend to decide. 
Most probably there is an admixture of 
both. The expedient by which the con- 
tract principle vrouldappear to be de- 
feated at this stage of the farce is ei- 
ther by having tho specifications upon 
which tenders are invite d so vague or 
so stringent as to render it prudent to 
tender high, or to have an understrap- 
per ready to report the lowest tender 
higher than the work can be done un- 
der tho old system, thereby enabling 
the Executive to draw out under the 
ever present proviso, — "The lowest or 
any tender not necessarily accepted." 
Very bitter complaints. come from New 
Westminster District on this point. 
The "Mainland Guardian," comment- 
ing upon tho subject, says:' "As it 
is, tho specifications are simply 
useless as a basis on which to ten- 
der for the construction of the road, and 
are, we may naturally conclude, fram- 
ed with that end in view;" and our con- 
temporary proceeds to animadvert up- 
on certain transactions connected with 
this subject which it does not hesitate 
to characterise as '■atrocious;" and it 
must be admitted that if tho allega - 
tions are sustainable, the expression is 
not over drastic. In the important 
district of Nicola, too, the contract 
principle seems to be so applied as to 
cause the people to desire a return to 
the flesh-pots of Egypt. Verily this 
Ministry must have been born under 
nn evil star; for everything they touch 
turns to eyil. Even the best and most 
approved principles in their hands be- 
come a curse. So much lias this been 
tho case, that many begin to question 
the utility of Responsible Government. 
But people should be careful to distin- 
guish between the thing itself and the 
abuso of it. 



Iron Manufacture. 

A short tinjo ago we announced the 
determination of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company to manufacture the 
iron required for the road on the 
line. ' The announcement was not 
made at a venture, but advisedly. 
It has long been known that iron 
abounds on this coast. As for coal 
and wood necessary for the manu- 
facture of iron, everybody knows that 
wo have these in great abundance. It, 
is proposed to manufacture on the Pa- 
cific coast what iron is required for the 
Western section of the road, that is to 
say, tho part of it lying west of the 
Rocky mountains; and it is intended to 
manufacture on the Saskatchewan, 
■where there is plenty of coal and iron, 
what may bo needed for the middle 
section. That for the eastern section 
will, in all probability, be manufactured 
in the Lake Superior country, where 
iron ore is known to exist. In so large 
an undertaking as the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, requiring, as it will, an enor- 
mous quantity of iron, and especially 
in view of tho high price of iron and 
the exorbitant rate of freight, the deci- 
sion of the Company seems both wise 
and natural. It cannot but be highly 
gratifying. Has the reader anything 
like a realizing idea of how much mo- 
ney will thus he retainedjin the coun- 
try which would otherwise have gono 
abroad to pay for iron and freights ? 
There is reason to believe that it would 
not fall very far short of twenty mill- 
ons. Taking a scope of years, with tho 
additional tracks, branch lines, renewals, 
&o., of the future, it, of course, means 
over so much more. To British Columbia 
alone, it means something very liko live 
millions saved for domestic uses. The 
full significance of these figures is not 
easily realized. To tins Province itjmeans 
tho establishment of a domestic industry 
larger than the mind can readily grasp; 
because tho industry will neither bo 
confined to, nor stop with the 
groat enterprise to which it shall imme- 
diately owe its birth. A monopoly of the 
n. raw material essential to tho industry

THE 01IAROE. 
Mr. Justice Crease charged the Grand 
Jury as to the nature and importance of 
their duties. Grand Juries, His Honor 
said, were especially necessary in this 
country, because no man should come be- 
foro a jury of bis peers without first pass- 
ing through a Grand Jury's hands. Grand 
Juries can and have presented criminals 
who have been overlooked by the Magis- 
tracy, Ctrarts cannot initiate criminal 
proceedings; but many cases may occur 
where a Grand Jury is especially neces- 
sary, and it was n very valuable ad- 
junct to the administration of justice. 
Grand Juries may present nuisances, may 
inspect prisons, asylums and court-rooms; 
may recommend laws and enforce a pro- 
per observance of Jtbe Sabbath; may call 
tho attention of the Court to the too free 
sale of liquors. Look at this very assize; 
tho number of cases against which the 
word "drunk" may be written. Was not 
a stringent regulation of some kind ne- 
cessary to prevent tho sale of liquor to 
Indians'? Three of the casos involve tho 
taking of life. In nearly all of the cases 
there could be no difficulty in coming to 
a decision. The larceny cases were par- 
ticularly clear. The Grand Jury were 
not to try cases. They were there to say 
whether there was a prima facie esse for a 
petty jury, before which all the facts may 
be brought out. The different casoswero 
next reviewed briefly until that of John 
Howe Sullivan was reached. Tho learned 
Jiulgo said this was a case that had at- 
tracted much attention because it involv- 
ed tho taking of life, which net tho law 
held to bo murder until it was explained 
away. The case was one of au officer who 
killed one man and wounnded another, be- 
lieving that he did so iu self defence. Tho 
attempt of an officer to discharge his du- 
ties in such a manner as would provoke a 
collision, was inexcusable, The learned 
Judge proceeded to quote the law and 
showed how, in a case of felony or resist- 
ing an officer in the- discharge of disduty, 
killing might bo held to de excusable or, 
at most, manslaughter. The Provincial 
Law made Indian whisky-selling a misde- 
meanor, and it was not lawful to kill in 
making an arrest for misdemeanor. It 
was only under tho most extraordinary 
circumstances that an officer would be 
justified in killing a prisoner. It would 
be seen, therefore, that in every case 
where life was taken the old Mosaic law 
was still in force-- - ' Whoso sheddeth 
man's blood, by man shall his blood also 
lie shed." Arch bold laid it down that 
where an officer of justice, in an endeavor 
to execute his duty killed a man. tho net 
was either justifiable homicide, man- 
slaughter or murder, according to cir- 
cumstances. When an officer or private 
person kills a person guilty of felony who 
is fleeing from him and cannot otherwise 
be apprehended, the killing is held to bo 
justifiable. If the person killed be charg- 
ed with misdemeanor —such as Indian 
whisky-selling — and the weapon used be 
not a weapon intended or calculated \U> 
kill, then the offeueo is manslaughter, 
nt most; Hall says that if a 
coroner's inquest find the killing to 
be justifiable, yet the Court must arraign 
tho person charged and send uiru before 
a pettv jury for trial, and he must clearly 
establish that the/illing was in self-de- 
fence. Cod forbid that a man accused 
of such a crime sin mid not have 
every opportunity to clear himself. But 
British Law looks upon every man, how- 
ever poor, humble or mean, exactly as it 
looks upon tho man holding the highest 
position in the land— oven a poor Indian's 
life was precious in the eye of the English 
law. It was necessary that this should be 
understood now —at a time when men are 
about to conic into tho country who had 
been accustomed to use tho pistol and the 
knife Upon the slightest provocation. Tho 
learned .fudge next alluded to the change 
which had boon infused into the judical 
institutions of tho country by the ap- 
pointment of Justices of t'ho Pence 
and the necessity that these Justices 
should understand that they will bo sup- 
posed. In passing, the learned Judge said 
that the Government of the country were 
quite justified in not suspending the officer 
from duty until they had other evidence, 
extraneous to tho olucer'sown statement, 
to establish the killing. Tho Indian 
■Idquor Law allowed an officor to search 
ana,, seize a vessel — not tho liquor, as this 
officer, did in a highhanded manner — and 
bring her into port. The learned Jiulgo con- 
eluded by saying that if it wereproved that 
life had boon taken it was the duty of the 
Grand Jury to find a true bill. If they 
fajled to do so, it would bo tho duty of 
the Court to hold the prisoner over for 
another jury. 

Tho Grand Jury then retired to deli- 
berate.

QUEEN V. ni,US. 

Tho Attorney General prosecuted. Mr. 
Drake was called to defend the prisoner. 

A petit Jury was impanelled to try the 
case. 

Tho Attorney General stated tho caso 
for tho prosecution. Tho following evi- 
dence was taken. 

Thos. Weld certified that he saw tho 
prisoner on board tho bark Star of Jamai- 
ca on Friday last, Saw prisoner striking. 
Tho carpenter laid hold of him with the 
assistance of the stevedore. Saw prisoner 
strike at tho carpenter with a knife and 
heard him usa the most lilthy and foul 
language all the time. 

By Mr. Drake— I was near the main 
rigging; both men had bold of him. Saw 
prisoner strike with a knife and bit the 
tank. 

To tho Court — Ho used foul language 
to Morris and stevedore, threatened Mor- 
ris and a good many inure. 

John Morris deposed that he was in the 
hold and heard a seuflle, went up on deck 
with chief mate; prisoner was booting a 
man; asked him not to do it; prisoner 
said be would settle with me — be then 
drew a knife and tried to strike at mo. 

By Mr. Drake— Ho used tho left hand 
in taking hold of my beard; knife came 
from prisoner's shirt ; would not like to 
feel it on my head. 

Thos. Owen stated that he knew the 
prisoner who was employed discharging 
tho vessel on Friday, in the afternoon; 
heard prisoner abusing Stream; prisoner 
threatened me if 1 interfered; I asked 
him to stop as I wanted the man in the 
hold; carpenter tried to pacify him ; pri- 
soner took him by tho beard; the carpcu 
ter then seized him by the throat, and 
prisoner drew his knife and made as if to 
strike him. 

By Mr. Drake — Nevel got hold of him 
until 1 saw him draw the knife; called 
him coward for striking a smaller man. 

Henry Wm. Stream stated that he know 
tho prisoner: both were working on the 
Star of Jamaica; knew Thos, Owens and 
Morris, the carpenter; did not see any- 
thing happen between Morris and prison- 
er; I was on the quarter-dock, when pri- 
soner struck me and kicked me; I went 
down in the hold and saw nothing of the 
scuffle. 

John Mack swore that he saw prisoner 
striko Stream with a billet of wood; the 
carpenter and first mate had hold of pri- 
soner, who called on me to clear him of 
them; I did so; ho then drew bis knife; 
prisoner was in drink; tho carpenter was 
making a blow at him. 

Examined by Mr. Drake — Tho carpen- 
ter had hold of him by the arm and the 
stevedore from behind; thocarponter only 
intended to frighten prisorer; prisoner 
always carried a knife; never knew a sai- 
lor to go without out one. 

By tho Court— Saw the blow strike the 
tank; would not like to try iton my head. 

Mr. Drake, for the prisoner, stated that 
the case should have come up in the Po- 
lice Court; the knife was not likely to do 
any bodily harm; Stream challenged 
prisoner to a light. Morris interfered 
where ho had no business; tho stevedore 
called him a coward. Thero was not suf- 
ficient ovidenco that it was more than a 
drunken row. 

Mr. Justico Crease, in addressing tho 
jury, said that tho charge was under both 
counts which had been sufficiently ex- 
plained by tho counsel on both Bides. 
Tho law would not tolerate tho use of a 
knife, but in this cose it did not seem to 
capable of doing any harm. Prisoner 
seemed to bo in liquor. This, however, 
was not to be held as an extenuation. 
Should you consider that there was previ- 
ous evil intent, thert you are justified in 
bringing in a verdict of common assault. 

The jury, without leaving the box, 
brought in a verdict of common assault. 

EiARCEN-y. 

Queen vs. Madison and Cockle. — 
Charged with larceny. Prisoners pleaded 
not guilty. 
A jury wasempanneled. 
The Attorney-General, for the prosecu- 
tion, stated the case. A certain Nolan 
was taken by the prisoners to the Bull's 
Head and put to bed; a friend of Nolan's 
saw him in the hands of prisoners. One 
of the prisoners had applied to Bowden 
for work, and afterwards was found with 
money. Tho watch that Nolan had lost 
was taken to Mr. Buler to pawn. 

Nolan, beingsworn, stated that ho came 
ashore from the North Pacific and saw 
the prisoners for the first time at the 
Phoenix Saloon. Madison asked him 
to treat them; did so, and took a glass 
myself, after that 1 became insensible aud 
was awakeueil by being asked about my 
watch; was perfectly sobi r; Kayo, an old 
shipmate of mine, was present with me 
all the time; my purse was empty; there 
wasS-tflin greenbacks and 85 in silver; 
never saw any of the money since; when 
I awoke found my watch gone, and tin? 
money that was in my pocket and in my 
purse lost, sIbo a memorandum book. 
| Here witness described the watch and 
clasp and identified tho watch and chain.] 
By tho Court — Drank nothing but a 
giass of soda water; a woman was serving; 
paid with half-a-dollar ; in ten minutes 1 
was insensible; don't know who keeps 
the Phoenix; would recognize thewoman; 
could not toll how long after thtit I wns 
put to bod; tho glass was given by tho 
woman: could not tell what made mo in- 
sensible. 

Examined by Cockle — Did not say that 
I bad no place to go to; nothing to that 
effect; had engaged a place to sloop at the 
Minor's Restaurant; was advised to go 
thero by a policeman ; the mistress of the 
Phoenix did not say that I was drunk 
and ought to be taken away; had no con- 
versation with the prisoners; did not sit 
down. 

Kayo sworn and deposed that his name 
was Kayo Simpson; know Nolan; wns his 
shipmate on hoard tho California; did 
not see prhsonors before they took up 
Nolan about 4 o'clock in the afternoon; 
they were talcing him to the Bull's Head; I 
went with them; prisoners said they would 
not trust a siwasli and turned me out; one 
of tho prisoners had n key and looked the 
door and put tho key in his pocket; ono 
of the prisoners came buck with a dozen 
of eggs; I wont with him into Nolan's 
room; i asked Nolan the time and Nolan 
found only tho clasp of his watch; Nolan 
said his watch and money were gone; 
Nolan said the watch was worth 840; 
Nolan had his watch when the boys took 
him to the Bull's Head; I saw his pocket- 
book on tho floor. 

Examined by Madison — Nolan was 
drunk in tho Phoenix; he was seated in ti This now boll wns hung in Wosley 
chair and wua quiot; Madison helped Church cupola yesterday, 



Nolan to tho Bull's Head; did not soe 
Madison again that evening. 

By the Foreman — Nolan was tight when 
became ashore; saw hint on Johnson 
street; did not see prisoners at tho wharf; 
one of the prisoners carried Nolan to tho 
Bull's Head by the arm; Nolan said ho 
would not go. 

To tho Court — Staid by Nolan because 
he is a friend of mine. Nolan was sitting 
down outside a Chinaman's restaurant 
when tho prisoners camo along. They 
asked him to stand treat; saw him take 
soda and pull out some silver. 

Mungo White, sworn— Saw prisoners 
and Nelan at the Phoenix, at tho corner of 
Waddington Alley ;Jsaw them go in an alley 
way as far as Bull's Head ; did not go in. Saw 
prisoners between 7 and 8 o'clock, asked 
the steward of tho Lincoln if ho hud 
seen Nolan. He said no. I told him No- 
lan was drunk and two "gentlemen" wore 
going through him. Asked one wboro 
was that hoy ? He said ho had not scon 
him since. The boy Kayo said "they hnve 
gone through him," Nolau said ho was 
sick: ho said his money had boon taken, 
I pulled him up and set him on his feet 
and took him down town. Saw Nolan pull 
out a silver watch before the prisoners. 

By tho Foreman— Johnny was a little 
drunk when he got ashore — afterwards ho 
got so that he could not stand. 

To the Court — Tommy knew what he 
was about between -t and 5 o'clock; ho 
did not know himself at tho Phoonix after 
he came; a few minutes after I woko him 
up ho understood himself; ha could take 
euro of himself. 

A Buler, sworn -On the 8th May saw 
prisoner come from Mr. Redfern's store 
offering this watch [ here witness identifi- 
ed watch] for sale; they asked $10 for it; 
1 offered $1 50; they went out aud pre- 
sently [Cockle came in and said, "wo 
are hard up, and garo mo the watch; I 
paid him SI 50. 

Inspector Bowden sworn — In conse- 
quence of information received I arrested 
prisoners on the 8th of May; Nolan, 
White and another colored man and the 
Indian boy gave me tho information ; about 
P2 o'clock I arrested prisoners at tho 
Hull's Head; after arresting Cockle I 
went to the Bull's Head and under a bed 
in a room where Nolan was said to have 
been saw a pocketbook; about 8 o'clock 
Cochin was searched in gnol; when I ar- 
rested prisoner Madison SI was taken 
out of his pocket; about threo days be- 
fore he told me ho had tended at tho 
Chinese restaurant; ho told mo ho had 
no money. 

John Leech, owner of tho Bull's Head, 
deposed that the cabins at the back wore 
dwellings and for a portion of the pro- 
perty. 

Altera charge from Mr. Justice Crease, 
the jury, without leaving tho box, found 
a verdict against the prisoners. 

Police Court.

Juno, 10th. 
Jemmy, a Oowichan Indian, charged 
with stealing clothes, was discharged. 

H. Krouss, charged with disturbing the 
pence. Fined 5s. or in default 7 days im- 
prisonment. 

Lassnro, A. Chore, charged with sup- 
plying liquor to Indians, wns remanded 
until the 17th inst. 

C. Raymur, on tho same charge, re- 
manded until the 18th inst. 

James Gouohi, drunk aud disordorly, 
fined 5s. 

Joe, a suspicious character, remanded 
until the 19th inst. 

Evan Benjamin, drunk and disordorly, 

fined 5s. 

Smith vs. Pater son, plaintiff charged 
the defendant with assault. The case was 
remanded until tho 17th inst.

The Sam Juan Murders! 

CONFESSION OF "JOE." 



Yostorday morning, after Mr. Elliott had 
remanded "Joe" to prison, ho was visited 
by a gentleman named Charles McCoy of 
San Juan Island, who had befriended 
' Joo" on so coral occasions. "Joo" re- 
ceived Mr. McCoy warmly, and after 
some conversation about the murders, 
said — "I will confess to you, Mr. McCoy, 
because you are my friend." Mr. McCoy 
at once called Mr. Charles Pagden, acting 
Gaoler, into tho coll, aud then "Joe" 
made the following confession, which was 
taken down in writing by Mr. Pagden and 
signed by "Joe:" 

Victoria, June 10, 187ii. 
Confession of Joo Nohanouh to Charles 
McCoy, of San Juan island : — On Thurs- 
day the ldth of May I started with an In- 
dian named Charley Neiner, from Tirrell's 
fence near to Dwyer's farm; saw Dwyor 
ploughing a field near bis house. Charley 
followed Dwyor nearly to tho (Mid of the 
field, when I saw him shoot Dwyer. I 
was about II yards behind Charley at tho 
time. I then saw Dwyer's wife come out 
of tho house. Wo got close to tho bonne 
when she locked the door. Charley ran to 
tho house and looked in ut the window, 
having taken Hanna's gun out of my 
hands. I then saw him shoot through 
tho window at Mis. Dwyor. She cried 
"oh my baby:'' and ran into the kitchen. 
Charley then ran round to the kitchen 
door, and came back to the window and 
shot at Mrs Dwyer again. J then saw 
Mrs. Dwyer fall on the floor. As she 
war, falling she fired off a gun which I 
saw in her hands. We then broke open 
the kitchen back-door and entered the 
house. Mrs. Dwyor lay on tin? floor quito 
dead. Charley kicked hor three times on 
tho hend and face. I took the gun that 
was lying by Mi's. Dwyer's side and 
placed it against the wall. In doing so 
I got blood on my hand, which accounts 
for tho blood on Hanna's gun. Charley 
told mo to go out and watch that no one 
camo while he was searching the boxes. 

Shortly afterwards Mr. Henry Saun- 
ders-who has been most energetic in trac- 
ing the murderers — mot Charley on John- 
son street and handed him over to 
tho Police. Charley was the Pesthouse 
hero, who exchnnged clothes with Stock- 
er.somo months ago. He professes his in- 
nocence of the fearful crime with which 
ho is charged ; but it now only remains 
for "Joo" to state where tho plunder lies 
hid to substantiate his confession. 

An Arkansas Family Exterminated. — 
An Arkansas paper gives the following 
account of the murder of all the male 
members of the Flynn family, in Polk Co. 
that State: — ''About one year ago a trou- 
ble arose between the Wimberlys and 
Flynns about a horse race: that is, one of 
tho Wimberlys whipped ono of the Flynns 
at tho race, and the next day two of the 
Flynns — father and son, the former an 
ex-sheriff and tho latter then acting sher- 
iff—wont to Wimberly's house and shot at 
Wimberly. Wimberly returned tho fire, 
and succeeded in killing both of them. 
Blackwell, a son-in-law of Flynn, sr., then 
took out letters of administration on his 
father-in-law's estate, ami the Flynns 
were opposed to his selling the property 
and shot Blackwell. The Flynns wore 
then arrostod, and one of them imprison- 
ed, while the other proved nn alibi, but 
was shot as ho was coming out of the 
Court-house. John Flynn, the last ono, 
broko gaol about Christmas, and had been 
making trips back and forth to the Indian 
nation. On Saturday last they heard 
of his being in the neighbourhood, and 
procured a warrant for his arrest and 
went in search of him. They camo upon 
him about daylight last Sunday morning. 
He drew his weapons and made tight, when 
tho posse fired upon him, shooting him 
through the body and through tho head.
